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BILLS ARE READY 
FOR PRESENTATION 


TARIFF AND BOND MEASURES 
REPORTED. 


Chairman Dingley, of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Says It Is Not 
Intended To Revise the Tariff at 
Present—Other Washington News 
Notes. 
Washington, Dec. 26.—The house 
ways and means committee devoted 
several hours of Christmas to a final 
consideration of the two revenue bills 
which are to be presented to the house 
today. Printed copies of the bills were 
laid before the full committee, the plan 
being announced to the Democratic 
members for the first time, although 
they were familiar wi£h the details 
through the accurate forecasts pre­ 
sented by the press. The bills were 
formally adopted as committee meas­ 
ures, motions to lay .them on the table 
being overruled by party votes. Each 
bill was read by sections and motions 
were made by the Democrats to strike 
out each section, which, of course, 
failed to carry. 
It was voted to give Thursday to the 
consideration of the tariff bill by the 
house, and Friday to the bond bill, 
with a vote on each at the end of the 
day's debate on it. The Democrats en­ 
deavored to secure three days' debate 
to gain a postponement of two or three 
days in which to study the nrobable ef­ 
fects of the measure if enacted; also 
to have tile bond bill debated before 
the tariff bill, but the Republicans ad­ 
hered to their original arrangements. 
The committeemen present were; 
Dingley, Maine; Dolliver, Iowa; Payne, 
New York; Tawney, Minnesota; Hop­ 
kins, Illinois; Dalzell, Pennsylvania; 
Russell, Connecticut; Johnson, North 
Dakota; Steele, Indiana; Evans, Ken­ 
tucky, Republicans; Crisp, Geprgia; Mc­ 
Millan, Tennessee; Wheeler, Alabama; 
Tarsney, Missouri; Turner, Georgia, 
Democrats. 
Chairman 
Dingley stated to the 
committee that the bills were not 
framed as a Republican measure, but 
as one calculated to save the credit of 
the government, which, according to 
the president’s message, and to personal 
communications made bv 
Secretary 
Carlisle to members, was endangered. 
The condition of the treasury, from 
their representations, demanded imme­ 
diate action, and the Republicans had 
prepared emergency bills on lines 
which seemed most expedient. 
Mr. Dingley laid particular stress on 
the assertion that the first bill did not 
constitute and was not intended for a 
revision of the tariff. Consequently 
there was no necessity for a long dis­ 
cussion of the bill. The Wilson act had 
been taken as the basis for the tariff 
bill. An estimate of the probable in­ 
crease of revenue to be derived from 
the tariff bill had been made, based on 
importations under the Wilson act in 
1894. This showed a probable increased 
revenue of $40,000,000, which 
about 
equaled the deficit of the past year. 
Twelve millions, it was estimated, 
would be derived from the increase on 
raw wool, $14,000,000 from manufac­ 
tured wools, and $14,000,000 from the 
15 per cent horizontal 
advance 
on 
other schedules. The Republicans had 
waived their protection principle for 
the time in preparing these bills. Mr. 
Dingley said they hoped that President 
Cleveland would waive any antagon­ 
istic views that he might hold and sign 
the bills. 
The democrats, on their part, con­ 
tended that the effect of the bond 
scheme would be to retire the green­ 
backs by holding them in the treas­ 
ury, and said the republicans 
pro­ 
posed to do indirectly just what the 
president had recommended and what 
they (the republicans) denounced. The 
tariff bill, they claimed, was a strictly 
republican measure, and a measure 
for which President Cleveland had not 
asked. 
Mr. McMillan asserted that there was 
no need for additional revenue, as the 
treasury statement showed a cash bal­ 
ance of $170,000*000. 
Mr. Dingley replied that $70,000,000 
of this was in greenbacks, which had 
not come in as revenue, but had been 
redeemed by gold. While on their face 
they constituted part of the cash bal­ 
ance, to pay them out would continue 
the endless chain. The republican plan 
would provide for the expense of the 
government without encroaching 
on 
the gold reserve or employing redeemed 
greenbacks. 
Amendments were offered by 
Mr. 
Turner to strike out the second section 
of the bond bill, providing for treasury 
certificates of indebtedness, and by Mr. 
McMillan to make these 
certificates 
subject to taxation, as are greenbacks 
and other currency. 
Both were lost, 
however, but Mr. Tarsney voted with 
the republicans against Mr. Turner’s 
amendment. 
Chairman Dingley will present a re­ 
port explanatory of 
the bills. 
The 
democrats say that they have not time 
to prepare a minority report 
The two bills will be presented to the 
house today.

NOT TARIFF REVISION. 


Chairman Dingley Explains the Proposed 
New Measure. 
Washington, 
Dec. 
26.—Chairman 
Dingley of the ways and means commit­ 
tee made the following statement last 
night: 
“The revenue bill is not intended to 
be a tariff revision, but simply an 
exigency gill to raise about $40,000,000 


of revenue to meet the deficiency. The 
main object is revenue. The bill is 
limited to two and a half years, the 
expectation being that by that time 
the Republicans will be in fall power 
and able to revise the tariff on their 
own lines. 
“Wools are taken from the free list 
and clothing are given a duty of 6 4-14 
cents (60 per cent of the duty provided 
by the act of 1890), and woolen goods 
are given a special compensatory duty 
of 60 per cent of what they had under 
the act of 1890, in addition to the ad 
valorem duty of the present law. Car­ 
pet wools are placed where they were 
under the act of 1890, and the same 
specific duty given to carpets as under 
the act of 1890, in addition to the ad 
valorem duties of the present law. 
“The articles of lumber placed on 
the free list of the tariff of 1890 are 
transferred to the dutiable list, with 
60 per cent of the duty that they had 
under the act of 1890. Then all the other 
dutiable schedules (except sugar, whioh 
is not touched) have all the duties 
raised 15 per cent. The committee had 
not the time to treat articles separately, 
and hence a horizontal Increase became 
necessary as to all articles now on the 
free list” 
“The bond bill,” said Mr. Dingley, 
“gives the Secretary of the Treasury 
authority to issue a 3 per cent five-year 
coin bond to maintain the redemption 
fund, in addition to the authority he 
now possesses, but provides that the 
proceeds of all bonds sold under this act 
and under the resumption act shall be 
used only for the redemption purposes. 
It also provides that all bonds shall 
be first offered to the people of this 
country. The bill also authorizes cer­ 
tificates of indebtedness bearing 3 per 
cent interest and payable within three 
years to be issued to meet any tem­ 
porary deficiency of revenue. 
“The only object of the bond bilk is 
to reduce the rate of interest and the 
time to run, as the bonds which the Sec­ 
retary is now authorized to issue bear 
4 or 5 per cent interest. The bill prac­ 
tically separates the redemption fund 
from the cash in the treasury, and is 
intended to put a stop to the prac­ 
tical use of proceeds of bonds to meet 
the deficiency in the treasury.”

Havana, Dec:26.—Christmas day wore 
away in Havana with continued anx­ 
iety in all circles, the news of the morn­ 
ing of the continued advance of the In­ 
surgent forces being confined to details 
coming in through the day and embel­ 
lished by flying rumors of the close ap­ 
proach of Gomez and his army. Much 
is still made by the authorities of the 
engagement at Coliseo plantation,which 
they insist wan a signal victory over the 
forces of Gomez. After this check they 
assert the insurgents will not dare to 
advance upon Havana. 
Capt.-Gen. Campos was expected to 
arrive in Havana at 5 o’clock from 
Gnanabana, near Matanzas. This fact 
in itself, is regarded as highly signifi­ 
cant of the critical situation of Havana 
and as a relinquishment of any hope on 
the part of the Spanish commander of 
bringing the insurgents to a standstill 
outside J aru co or any point between 
Matanzas and Havana. The arrival 
here of the captain-general makes it ev­ 
ident that the base of operation against 
the insurgents must new be Havana di­ 
rect. 
If it is true that Gen. Campos has de­ 
liberately suffered the advance of the 
insurgents into the open and populated 
country where they now are with the 
purpose of closing in behind them while 
he attacks them from Havana, thus 
crushing them between the upper and 
nether millstones, his arrival in Ha­ 
vana shows that the hour for his coup 
has arrived. How much of an available 
force the Spaniards have left in the 
rear of the insurgents to co-operate in 
such a blow is not accurately known,but 
the official reports themselves indicate, 
that it is in a badly disorganized condi­ 
tion, that it has suffered serious losses 
from the insurgents, and that the coun­ 
try through which they have come is 
almost a barren waste, with means of 
communication in every direction cut 
off and in bad condition for technical 
military operations such as the Spanish 
rely on for success. 
A combined attack on Havana by the

What the War Has Cost Spain. 
New York, Dec. 26.—Senor T.. Estra­ 
da Palma, Cuba’s minister plenipoten­ 
tiary, in discussing the rebel cause, 
said: “We have forced Spain to 3end 
over 120,600 troops and increase her 
navy, as well as her debt, and yet our 
columns have steadily advanced from 
the Oriente to the western provinces 
through strategic military lines and 
trained armies, until we have reached 
the territory in which early last sum­ 
mer we announced we would operate 
this winter, Spain is trying to nego­ 
tiate another war loan of 125,000,000 
pesetas, and all to crush what she asks 
the world to believe only a handful of 
bandits. Spain has sent to Cuba since 
Feb. 24, nearly as many troops as 
England did in the entire seven years 
of the revolution of the American colo­ 
nies.”

Babies T aught to B eg and Osteal— M ast 
K now H ow to Sing. 
An interesting account of the way in 
which young children are prepared to 
enter the Camorra is given by Dr. de 
Blasio, a Neapolitan physician who has 
been studying the habits of criminals, 
says the London News. The Camorra 
at Naples, like the Maffia in Sicily, la 
an organization of criminals and as­ 
sociates of criminals that 1b centuries 
old. The Camorra begins its work with 
the infants who are abandoned by their 
parents, or who are lent out to the im­ 
posters who beg in the streets of Naples. 
These children, for the most part those 
of persons in prison, are taught to beg 
for the end of a cigar or a soldo, and 
nfest the cafes. In winter they sleep 
n holes and stables, in summer on the 
church steps, under archways, or on 
the benches in the public gardens. 
When they are 6 or 7 years old they are 
nstructed in begging and thieving by 
older children. At IO years of age the 
ittle Camorrista or little thief, becomes 
i cantator (singer). He must know 
how to improvise a song to the girls, 
and reply with an extemporaneous 
vers© to the verse of a companion or of 
an antagonist In Naples there are two 
armies of cantator!, one belonging to 
the streets in the older part of the city, 
and one to those of the west end. They 
constitute the neophites of the Cam­ 
orra, and compete in public, passing 
their examinations by night in the 
streets. They choose for the subject of 
their chants anything that takes place 
in the city, and very often the object of 
the derisive songs is an old man or a 
poor idiot. The better class hear these 
scoffs, but do not interfere and often 
laugh at the wit which is scarcely ever 
missing. The two bands are naturally 
great rivals and once a year at least 
they defy each other to a series of 
battles in which stones are the weap­ 
ons and at the close of the fray knives 
too often come into play. This practice 
of battles with stones among boys can 
be traced back as far as 1625, for at 
that period the duke of Alva caused 
thirty “stone-throwers” to be arrested 
in Naples. The war cry of the boys la 
Aniella, Aniella,” the derivation of 
which is not certain. After the war 
cry comes the challenge in the form 
of a verse, to which the enemy re­ 
sponds in like verse. Then the young­ 
er boys commence the attack. 
The 
passers-by flee, but at no great dis­ 
tance stand old and young men, who 
incite the rival bands, and, if neces­ 
sary, rescue one or the other of them 
from an arrest by the police. 
Two 
years ago there was a famous battle ol 
this kind in Piazzo Mercato, which end­ 
ed in a fight between the police and the 
stone-throwers, during which the trams 
were stopped for some time. This duel 
ceases at the first drawing of blood—a 
slight scratch received by one of the 
members of the two parties puts an 
end to the battle. The wounded boy 
is surrounded by his friends and taken 
to his mother, real or adopted, to be 
bound up and nursed. The songs sung 
by the boys have always a chorus, 
and generally there are two soloists! 
who sing a verse in turn which is ended 
by a refrain sung by the chorus, a 
mere “Ah oh! Ah oh!” 
In poetical 
form these youths express the knowl­ 
edge they have of the worse evils and 
vices of human life, but the verses are 
realistic and without the least gleam of 
sentiment.

The old home of Sir Walter Scott, Ab­ 
botsford, is now presided over by his 
igreat-granddaughter, Mrs. Maxwell- 
Scott, says Cosmopolitan. 
In a se- 
luestered corner of the ivy-walled gar­ 
den at Abbotsford stands a sundial. 
Shadows gliding across its time-worn 
face have silently marked the hours 
since Sir Walter Scott, then in the 
midst of his financial troubles and 
harassments, carved with his own hand 
upon the stone: “I will work while it 
Is day.” Sir Walter’s daughter Sophia 
married John Lockhart, the historian. 
They had three children, the youngest 
of whom, Charlotte, married James 
Hope, Esq., who by act of parliament, 
took the name of Hope-Scott. 
They 
also had three children, the eldest of 
whom, Mary Monica, my hostess, was 
sole heiress of Abbotsford and other 
large estates, the other two children 
•having died. In 1874 she married the 
Hon. Joseph Maxwell, a younger broth­ 
er of Lord Herries of Everingham Park, 
whose title and estates he will inherit, 
as Lord Herries has no son. Mr. Max­ 
well also legally took the name of 
Maxwell-Scott and the first child born 
was named Walter Scott. 
Upon this 
auspicious occasion the queen tele­ 
graphed, with her congratulations: “He 
shall be knighted ‘Sir Walter’ when he 
is 21.” This boy is now 19 years of age 
and has six rollicksome brothers and 
sisters. Walter is destined for the 
army, Malcomb for the navy.

12; Michael, IO; Margaret, 7, and Her­ 
bert, 2.

The Colonial Hangtag Cage. 
The steamer T. W. Arrowsmith has 
"brought to Washington the colonial 
banging cage recently dug up near 
Bluff Point, in King George county, 
Virginia.

inflicted where a serf killed his feudal 
lord and was extended in many cases 
to the murder of a husband by a wife. 
Un America the willful murder of a 
noster by a slave was held to be petit 
treason and was punished by hanging 
in chains. 
The last example of that 
punishment in this section of the coun­ 
try was given near Alexandria in 1767- 
©8, when several negro slaves were con­ 
victed at the Fairfax court, then held 
at that village, and hung in chains in 
an opening in the woods near where 
Christ church now stands. It is prob­ 
able that the King George cage, with its 
wicrim, was hung in the air many 
^months and was buried some time be­ 
fore the revolutionary war. The cage 
and Its contents are the property of Mr. 
Cawood of King George county and will 
be sent to the Smithsonian institution. 
—Baltimore Sun. 


The Four Hundred Can Fight. 
August 27 is the anniversary of the 
battle of Long Island. It was a day of 
defeat, but not of dishonor, for the pa­ 
triots. The American left was defeated 
during a long contest from daylight un­ 
til noon. The right under Putnam form­ 
ed its lines on Greenwood heights, 
where the British advanced boldly until 
stopped by Lord Sterling with 1,500 
Southerners. When the battle ended on 
the American left Cornwallis ordered 
forward the British right and the troops 
of General Grant assailed the lines at 
Greenwood. With the American left 
broken, Stirling saw the hopelessness 
pf winning the battle, but determined 
to save the army by retreat across 
Gowanus creek. 
To this end it was 
necessary to force the fighting upon 
Cornwallis with a handful, and cover 
the escape of the main body. 
As the 
stream was affected by the tide, which 
was rapidly rising, there was no time to 
be lost. Among the forces at hand and 
not closely engaged with Grant was a 
batallion of Smallwood’s Maryland 
regiment, composed of the flower of 
youth in that colony of patricians. 
They were 400 strong and represented 
the “Four Hundred” in high blood and j 
lineage. 
Heading this small band as , 
a forlorn hope Sterling rushed upon 
Cornwallis’ ranks with an impetuosity , 
like that displayed by the Old Guard j 
of Napoleon. For twenty minutes the J 
conflict was terrible, and Cornwallis* j 
line was beaten back from the creek, 
across which all of Sterling’s force, ex­ 
cept the Marylanders, retreated. After 
the ranks had been sadly thinned the 
noble leader made a stirring appeal to 
the remnant to go forward. There was 
a cheer and a charge and Cornwallis’ 
guns at the main battery were lost. 
Three times the gallant 400 was driven 
back and three times rallied for the 
bloody advance. 
Stirling was finally compelled to 
yield, but not until 259 of the Mary­ 
land phalanx had perished by the bul­ 
lets or bayonets of Cornwallis’ grena­ 
diers. 
Cornwallis received the sword 
of the noble Scot and sent him on board 
Lord Howe’s flagship. 
He lived to 
fight his old enemy 
on 
countless 
fields and to aid in his overthrow at 
Yorktown.
